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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A revocation of power of attorney, Continued Prosecution Application request 
(including a deletion of an inventor), preliminary amendment, and IDS have been 
received 31 January 2001 . Substantially identical revocations of power of attorney were 
also received 30 January 2001 and 29 January 2001.
